It’s bright, spacious, and 
so much better organized 
that it looks like there is 
twice the space than before 
the renovations. 

But the changes are just to 
the physical space—Newark 
Neighbours volunteers still 
offer the same services, with 
a friendly, relaxed atmos¬ 
phere for those who visit the 
bam to shop for bargains 
and compassionate, sensi¬ 
tive support for people who 
need a helping hand from 
the food bank. 

“People have been saying 
'don’t change too much, we 
love you just the way you 
are” says volunteer Kim 
Buzdygan—regulars like the 
informal and caring atmos¬ 
phere at the barn and the 
camaraderie with volun¬ 
teers, who are just locals try¬ 
ing to help other locals, and 
having fun while they’re at 
it.

But visitors to the barn 
since its Monday re-open- 
ing have been impressed 
by the new floor, painted 
ceiling, better lighting and 
new shelving, which give 
the facility a feeling of 
order, light and spacious- 

The renovations have 
also provided a separate 
entrance area for sorting 
goods as they are dropped 
off. But there isn’t any 
more room than there was 
before —the re-organiza- 
tion of space, designed by 
Wendy Edwards, just 
makes it look that way. 

“It’s still not finished, 
but it is already more effi¬ 
cient. It’s definitely more 
workable," says long-time 
volunteer Brenda Shah. 

“Everybody who has 


seen it seems to like it.” 

Perhaps the biggest dif¬ 
ference to Newark regu¬ 
lars is the separation of 
the two main services— 
the food is now stored in 
one self-contained room 
to be given out to those in 
need; the household 
items and used clothing 
that are sold to cover 
expenses take up the larg¬ 
er area of the barn. 

The area set aside for 
those who need to visit 
the food bank, which has 
its own entrance, has 
been completely renovat¬ 
ed with six rows of new 
shelving, a counter for 
packing boxes and space 
for the two large freezers 
for storing perishables. 

Although Newark has 
regulars who visit for 
food—which is given 
away free, to those who

qualify—and others who 
come just for bargain 
shopping, there may be 
some confusion for the 
uninitiated. 

There are people in 
town who still don’t 
understand what Newark 
does, and others who 
don’t realize there are 
people in need in this 


town, say the volunteers. 

But there are—some are 
single moms or dads who 
have trouble feeding their 
kids, some are seniors 
who struggle to make 
ends meet and others are 
on a disability pension 
and can’t work.

The new set-up also 
allows clothes and house¬ 
hold items to be sorted 
and separated in an area 
closed-off from the rest of 
the barn, so that visitors 
aren’t tripping over bags of 
stuff that have just been 
dropped off. 

And a corner set aside 
for children, with books 
and games to entertain 
them while their parents 
shop or pick up food, is an 
added bonus that regulars 
will appreciate. 

The food shelves are 
almost full, and likely will 
be until it’s time to prepare 
for those who need help at 
Easter, says Shah. 

But household items 
and warm work clothes are 
needed for the offshore 
workers who have already 
begun to arrive and set up 
their living quarters. 

“We need boots, we have 


none at all, and warm 
socks,” says Shah. 

"Also pots and pans, and 
sheets. We never have 
enough of those.” 

The farm workers 
depend on Newark 
Neighbours to help set 
them up when they arrive, 
and thanks to the generos¬ 
ity of locals, Shah knows 
that when she asks for spe¬ 
cific items, residents will 
do what they can to oblige. 

"We couldn’t carry on 
the work we do if it weren't 
for the townspeople. We 
can always count on their 
generosity.” 

Newark Neighbours is 
open Monday, Tuesday, 
Thursday and Friday from 
10 a.m. to 2 p.m. It is locat¬ 
ed on John Street - take the 
driveway to Riverbend Inn 
then turn right at the sign. 
For more information 
phone 905-468-3519.

Some have been regu¬ 
lars for years; others need 
help for a short time until 
they get back on their feet, 
and of those many become 
donors who help others. 

For those who are visit¬ 
ing the food bank, the con¬ 
figuration of the barn 
before renovations was 
uncomfortable and dis¬ 
concerting—there was no 
privacy for those who were 


picking up food, or for 
newcomers to complete 
the registration process by 
providing proof that they 
qualified for free food. 

Newark has always 
operated without govern¬ 
ment funding, and so has 
been able to do its job 
without a lot of rules and 
regulations that larger 
food banks follow, 
explains Shah. 

But in recent years, vol¬ 
unteers have been asking 


for the same proof of qual¬ 
ification that city food 
banks require, to ensure 
nobody is taking advan¬ 
tage of the generosity of 
residents who donate food 
and so that there is enough 
to go around for those who 
really need it. 

Pre-renovations, those 
in need would be provid¬ 
ing their personal infor¬ 
mation in the same area 
that residents dropped off 
food and other household 


items, while volunteers 
sorted incoming merchan¬ 
dise and others shopped. 

“There was no privacy, 
and that shouldn’t be,” 
says Shah. 

“It takes a lot for some 
people to come to ask for 
help,” agreed Buzdygan. 

“They deserve for that 
discussion to take place in 
confidence. They are enti¬ 
tled to their privacy.” 

With a completely self- 
contained area for food, 
those in need can enter 
through a separate door, 
register if it’s their first 
visit, pick up their food, 
put it in their car and then 
come in the side door to 
shop if they wish. 

There is also lots of 
space to efficiently store 
food as it comes in, mak¬ 
ing it easier for volunteers 
to both stock shelves and 
pack food boxes.

Are you bothered by 
your neighbour's barking 

Do wind machines keep 
you up at night? 

Have you complained 
about loud parties going 
into the early hours of the 
morning? 

How should the town 
handle the increasing 
number of complaints 
about noise? 

Councillors have been 
asked their opinions as the 
town works on a noise 
bylaw to replace out-of- 
date legislation passed in 
1970. 

As the urban area of 
Niagara-on-the-Lake 
grows, so does the number 
of complaints from resi¬ 
dents about noise, bylaw 
enforcement supervisor 
Randy Berg told council¬ 
lors at their recent plan¬ 
ning committee meeting. 

The original bylaw, 
amended twice to address 
bird bangers and other 
specific issues, restricts 
such noises ringing bells, 


blowing of horns, shouting 
and other rackets likely to 
disturb residents. But the 
subjectivity of what is dis¬ 
turbing, with neighbours 
sometimes disagreeing 
about what is acceptable, 
makes the bylaw difficult to 
enforce, said Berg. 

Since the 1970 bylaw 
passed, the Ministry of the 
Environment has studied 
noise and noise control, 
and released a provincial 
model but placed the 
responsibility for noise 
control on the municipali¬ 
ty, which can taylor a bylaw 
to suit the community. 

The Niagara Regional 
Police support the town 
having a noise bylaw that 
would spell out set fines so 
that tickets can be issued 
when they respond to 
complaints, Berg said. 

Police and bylaw officers 
receive complaints, and 
will visit the offenders to 
ask for compliance, but are 
not in a position to enforce 
the outdated legislation, 
councillors were told. 

The most common com¬ 
plaints in NOTL? Loud 
music, late parties—espe¬ 
cially at cottage rentals— 
air conditioning units and 
barking dogs, the bylaw 
supervisor said. Noise 
from heavy construction 
equipment, particularly 
early in the morning, is 
also often the subject of a

complaint. 

"We're a small munici¬ 
pality with both rural and 
urban components, and a 
high tourism profile. How 
do noise regulations fit into 
our community?" asked 
Berg. 

Typically, he explained, 
a noise complaint would 
result in a visit from a 
bylaw officer, who would 
ask for something to be 
done about it. In die case 
of repeated offences, such 
as a barking dog, if the 
home owner does nothing, 
the only recourse after 
repeated warnings would 
be to take the 


"We need to know i 
council wants us to go with 
this, and how restrictive we 
want to be, so we know 
how restrictive a bylaw to 
prepare," explained plan¬ 
ning director Stephen 
Bedford. 

Councillor Gary Zalepa 
said that without a rush of 
complaints from residents, 
he was hesitant to see the 
town move in the direction 
of more regulations. 

In the case of cottage 
rentals, he suggested, 
noise could be controlled 
through the town's licens¬ 
ing procedure. 

"I don't feel we have a 
noise problem in NOTL, 
and I don't feel the urge to 
enact more bylaws." 

Councillor Andrea 
Kaiser disagreed, remind¬ 
ing the planning commit¬ 
tee of the residents from 
Niagara-on-the-Green 
who reported repeated 
problems with noisy par¬ 
ties and late-night music. 

A noise bylaw, she said, 
"might have some applica¬ 
tion there. It would be 
another tool to make sure 
noise issues are being 
addressed. I think we

Let’s hope for good news when 
municipal budget is discussed Monday 


W hat we’ve heard so far leads us 
to be optimistic about what to 
expect Monday, when council¬ 
lors discuss the town's 2011 operating 
budget. 

We feel it could be a good news budget 
for two reasons—the capital expenses 
projected for the coming year are actual¬ 
ly down from last year, and in fact the 
projection for the next 10 years seems to 
be a responsible balancing act between 
taking care of business and protecting 
taxpayers from ridiculous increases. 

Last year, there was concern that 
reserves to pay for major capital expens¬ 
es were being ignored, and that the time 
would come when the taxpayer would 
have to pay the piper for aging infrastruc¬ 
ture repairs or replacements. 

The town’s new CAO and treasurer 
appear to be dealing with those fears in a 
transparent manner—and one that has 
so far been easier to follow than previous 


It’s still early in the budget process, at 
least for councillors and public. 

The capital budget, already approved 


in principle, stands at 6.4 per cent below 
last year's levy for capital expenses. Staff 
was asked to keep it below a 1.6 per cent 
increase. 

The town staff has been working on 
the operating budget under the same 
guidelines set by council—no more than 
a 1.6 per cent increase over last year. The 
first public discussion of it will take place 
Monday in the council chamber, at a 
meeting that begins at 7 p.m. The report 
dealing with it should be on the town’s 
website this Friday, for those who want a 
preview. 

But there is still the likelihood of 
change. Councillors could have new pro¬ 
grams on their minds that may not be in 
die budget, which would add to costs, or 
could send it back to staff for further 

On the other hand, if it passes muster 
Monday, it could be approved by council 
the following week, Monday, March 21. 

If you're interested, check out the web¬ 
site, tell councillors what you think 
before the discussion begins, and attend 
the meeting to watch the process unfold.

‘Circle of Idiocy’

The District School Board 
of Niagara public meeting on 
Feb. 21 was the scene of 
some truly bizarre behaviour 
on the part of board trustees 
and senior staff.

She basi¬ 
cally accused the DSBN of 
incompetence and the reply 
was a standing ovation. 

It gets better. Mr. Stainsby 
also explained that a delega¬ 
tion of trustees and staff went 
to California at taxpayers’ 
expense to find answers in 
private school settings. We 
have since learned this 
school has cost in excess of 
$200 million since 1999. 

Don’t worry, local taxpay¬ 
ers. Dalton Clark has assured 
us that this cost will be 
downloaded to the province 
after one year Why does 


Dalton Clark seek private 
schools to answer public 
school concerns? 

The best came at the end 
when several trustees pre¬ 
sented very strong emotional 
arguments to "save" these 
students from the awful fate 
of a DSBN education. 

If this wasn’t confusing 
enough John Stainsby, once 
again, stated that should any 
student want to opt out of 
the Academy they can rejoin 
their local school where they 
will be “well-served’: 

Please, someone—Kim 
Craitor, Jim Bradley, Peter 
Kormos, Tim Hudak—any¬ 
body, save the taxpayers of 
Ontario from this Circle of 
Idiocy before it is too late.

What’s new on Anderson Lane this spring? Some changes at the library 


> When the com¬ 
munity centre 
opens on 
Anderson Lane 
March 26, it will be 
joined to the library 
by a cafe. 


As most Niagara-on-the- 
Lake residents know, 
there are lots of exciting 
changes coming to 
Anderson Lane this 
spring. 

The NOTL Public 
Library, an architectural 
gem in its own right, is 
now joined to an equally 
beautiful building, the 
NOTL Community 

Centre. With its official 
opening just a couple of 
weeks away now, on 
Saturday March 26, I 
thought I would use this 
column to inform library 
patrons of what they can 

For the most part, very 
little has changed with the 
library building itself, 
apart from the location 
and hours of the outside 
book return. It is now 
positioned on the new

front wall just to the right 
of the library’s main 
entrance, facing into the 
main corridor. It can now 
only be used when the 
library is closed, so as to 
ensure that the large catch 
bin doesn’t block accessi¬ 
bility between the library 
and the community cen¬ 
tre. 

Another major differ¬ 
ence, although not actual¬ 
ly a change, is where the 
library’s office windows 
are located. Residents 
may remember that they 
used to be able to see two 
very large windows to the 
right of the main entrance 
of the library. Well, those 
windows now face the 
inside corridor, which 
means that when I am in 


my office working, people 
will be able to wave to me 
as they walk by. 

Of course, the key spot 
in the new facility will be 
the cafe, which joins the 
two buildings on the 
inside. It’s a perfect analo¬

The Platoff Street commu¬ 
nity centre sits on a property 
of about one/quarter of an 


acre, bordering on the 
Prince of Wales Hotel park¬ 
ing lot, and could be tom 
down for more parking. 

Homes across the street 
and and to the west of the 
community centre are older, 
some historically significant. 

The lawn bowling club 
property is about the size of 
a square block fronting on 
Regent Street at the comer of 
Johnson Street, with a small 
wooden clubhouse and cov¬ 
ered pavilion. It is bordered 
on the north side by com¬ 
mercial buildings, including 
the Angel Inn with its histor¬ 
ically significant rental cot¬ 
tages. The other three sides 
are part of a residential 


neighbourhood of heritage 
homes. 

Both properties, owned by 
the town, are designated as 
open space and community 
facilities, and could, with a 
zoning amendment, be 
developed for low-density 
residential use, says 
Bedford. 

As zoned, the community 
centre property could be 
used for a church, a muse¬ 
um, fire hall or library. The 
Regent Street property could 
be a park, or other recre¬ 
ational use. 

Any change to either 
property or demolition of 
buildings would require the 
consent of council with 


input from the Municipal 
Heritage Committee. 

While the properties could 
be used for residential lots 
or parking, said Bedford, 
there might be community 
groups, developers or organ¬ 
izations interested in them. 

He asked council for 
approval to request expres¬ 
sions of interest from the 
community, to be advertised 
locally in newspapers and 
on the internet. 

Council agreed that the 
town should be looking at 
what interest there might be 
in the community and what 
the options are for the prop¬ 
erties, before making any 
decisions about their future.

For more than 15 years, 
a small group of dedicated 
volunteers have met week¬ 
ly at St. Mark’s Church to 
catalogue its archives, 
including a collection of 
old books passed on by 
Robert Addison, the first 
rector of the Anglican 


church in Niagara. 

While the collection, 
lovingly cared for and 
stored in a library built 
specifically to house it, 
includes 1300 books— 
mostly, not surprisingly, 
about religion—there are 
about 20 that are signifi¬ 
cant for their relevance to 
an upcoming celebration, 
the 400th anniversary of 
the King James Bible. 

Addison brought the 
books with him across the 
Atlantic, where they 
would have spent the win¬ 
ter of 1791 in Quebec, 
then travelled to Niagara 
where he and his books 
arrived in July, 1792.

Many of the books were 
given to him from his 
father-in-law, Richard 
Atkinson, and many dat¬ 
ing back to the 16th and 
17th century, have an 
interesting provenance 
that can be traced to their 
origin, says St. Mark’s 
archivist Donald Combe. 

Considering the journey 
the books have travelled, 
including several different 
resting places—one the 
church crypt—before they 
settled in their own home 
at the Addison Library 
when it was competed in 
2004, they are in remark¬ 
ably good condition— 
although some indicate 
they have been burned, 
mildewed by water or 
used as door stops, others 
have not been read at all, 


says Combe. 

While they are stored 
with great care, they are 
also accessible to the pub¬ 
lic. 

When the Addison 
Library was still just a 
topic of discussion, rare 
book expert Dr. Richard 
Landon from the 
University of Toronto had 
a look at the collection, 
and confirmed that St. 
Mark’s did indeed have 
something worth holding 
on to—the oldest collec¬ 
tion west of Quebec, in 
one of only two buildings 
in the Old Town that sur¬ 
vived the War of 1812, 
with books that predated 
the war by more than a 
decade, and some by 
more than 200 years. 

But Dr. Landon also said 
books are meant to be 
handled and read. 


“He said 'just take some 
care with them.’ But 
they’re here and they are 
meant to be looked at. He

told us to put them on the 
shelves, and we have put 
them on the shelves. They 
belong to the community. 
Let’s not lock them up,” 


says Rev. Robert Wright, 
the 12th rector to be the 
recipient of the collection, 
passed down by Addison’s 
will to future rectors of St. 
Mark’s. 

Dr. Landon is one of two 
speakers who will help St. 
Mark’s celebrate the 400th 
anniversary of the Bible 
authorized by King James 
himself, translated by 
about 50 scholars. The 
Bible was intended to 
bring together the warring 
factions of Christianity, 
with a version that every¬ 
one could accept, 
explains Rev. Wright. 

It was intended to be 
written in everyday 
English that all would 
understand, and at the 
time that was how it was 
viewed, quickly becoming 
one of the best-selling 
publications ever. 


By today’s standards, it 
is a wonderful, lofty ver¬ 
sion that, while kind to the 
ear, is written in language 
that has become rarified, 
says Rev. Wright. 

There are two perspec¬ 
tives—one that supports 
the King James as the only 
accepted version, the 
other that newer transla¬ 
tions are fresher and 
appealing because they 
use the language as it has 
evolved today. 

Those are the kinds of 
discussions that are likely 
to occur Saturday, March 
19 at 3 p.m. at St. Mark’s, 
with the two speakers, Dr. 
Landon and Dr. David 
Neelands, a theologian 
from Trinity College. 

They will both be avail¬ 
able for questions at a 
reception following their 
presentations. 


The Addison collection 
of Bibles will also be on 
display, including the 
most treasured volume, 
the "Breeches" Bible, a 
copy of the Geneva Bible 
that preceded the King 
James translation. 

It gets its name from 
the fact that it used the 
word "breeches” to 
describe the garment 
Adam and Eve fashioned 
for themselves from 
leaves, where later trans¬ 
lations use 'aprons’”, 
explains Combe. The 
Bible is dated 1599. 

Also on display will be a 
New Testament in French 
printed in Geneva in 1577. 

Admission is $10, and 
proceeds will help to 
restore the Breeches 
Bible.

Brittany Filipetti, a 
Niagara-on-the-Lake 
woman studying to be a chi¬ 
ropractor, will bike across 
Canada this summer with 
Unleash Your Potential, a 
non-profit organization 
designed to inspire healthy 

She will ride with three 
other students from the 
Canadian Memorial 

Chiropractic College, mak¬ 
ing stops along the way to 
provide interactive presenta¬ 
tions and media broadcasts 
geared toward children and 


the communities they visit. 

The approach is very 
hands-on, says Filipetti, 
aimed at encouraging young 
people to be physically 
active and teaching them 
about nutrition, stress-free 
living and healthy habits. 

"It’s kind of a ‘if I can do 
this, you can do it too’ mes¬ 
sage,” she says. 

And she believes it. 

Filipetti says she used to 
be one of those kids who for¬ 
got her gym clothes on pur¬ 
pose so she wouldn’t have to 
take part in her physical edu¬ 
cation class. 

But when she went to Holy 
Cross in St. Catharines for 
high school, a gym teacher 
turned that all around for 
her, and she went from 
avoiding physical activity to 
being obsessive about it, she 
admits. 

That led her to study kine¬ 
siology at Brock University, 
and after graduation, she 
decided to enrol in the chiro¬ 
practic college in Toronto, 
where she is completing her 


second year of a four-year 

Healthy living has become 
as much a part of her lifestyle 
as breathing, says Filipetti. 

Unleash Your Potential is a 
creation of chiropractic stu¬ 
dents, who go into the com¬ 
munity with presentations 
on choosing a healthy 
lifestyle. Every other year, 
four students are chosen to 
take the bike trek and their 
message across the country, 
and when Filipetti first heard 
the presentation by a student 
who had just completed the 
trip, she was hooked. She 
applied to be one of the team 
this summer, and was 
accepted. 

Now she must help raise 
$30,000, which funds the 10- 
week trip and the cost of the 
interactive presentations. 

The students will ride 
about 120 kilometres a day, 
five or six days a week, doing 
four to five presentations 
each week. 

They will do some camp¬ 
ing, and will also be hosted 


at some rest stops by chiro¬ 
practors who support the 
organization, says Filipetti. 

As the team waits for the 
weather to improve, they 
train inside on stationary 
trainers. They have had their 
bikes since January, donated 
by Trek Toronto, and look 
forward to getting outside to 

It’s a lot of work, says 
Filipetti—handling an 
intense course load while 
training, fundraising, and at 
the same time beginning to 
prepare their presentations 
for the summer. 

“But it’s all worth it We’re 
all passionate about what 
we’re doing. Health is some¬ 
thing we believe in and want 
to pass on to others." 

While at home in NOTL, 
Filipetti has worked out at 
Balance Fitness Studio, and 
participated in one of their 
eight-week challenges. 

Balance, along with Valu- 
mart, is sponsoring her trek, 
and Filipetd’s next fundrais¬ 
er is at the Balance studio
